Dear J. B.: “Positive G” occurs during accelera- 
tion of a rocket, when the astronaut is in a 
position so that the force of inertia acts on 
him in a head-to-foot direction (that is, the 
footward inertial force produced by a headward 
acceleration). “Negative G” is simply the op- 
posite—during an acceleration, the astronaut 


is in a position so that the force of inertia acts~ 


on him in a foot-to-head direction (the head- 
ward inertial force produced by a footward ac- 
celeration).

Dear Science Editor: What causes the “tap- 
tap” sound heard when traveling in a railroad? 
A, L., Austin, Texas 


Dear’ A, L.: As you know, heat causes metals 
to expand and cold causes them to contract. 
Although small, these variations are very im- 
portant and consequently expansion and con- 
traction have to be allowed for in engineering 
undertakings. Thus, engineers make allowance 
for expansion in steam pipes by inserting a 
curved or U-shaped section. This bends easily 
and so gives the necessary margin of movement. 


For the same reason, railway lines are laid 
with small spaces, called “expansion joints,” 
between the ends of the rail lengths, for there 
may be an expansion of as much as 1/4 inch 
in a 60-foot rail. In passing over these spaces 
the wheels of the train make the familiar “tap- 
tap” sound. On a cold day when the rails are 
contracted and the spaces at their widest, the

on a hot summer day when the rails are prac- 
tically continuous lengths. 


Since we're on this subject, let us say that 
streetcar rails are welded together at the joints 
to form continuous lengths. These rails are 
sunk in the roadway and surrounded by con- 
crete and granite blocks, so that they are better 
protected from the changes in temperature to 
which the unprotected railway rails are ex- 
posed. Similarly, telegraph wires tightly stretch- 
ed from post to post in winter appéars to “sag” 
in summer because the rise in temperature 
causes them to stretch. The expansion effect 
is more noticeable in large bridges. Allowance 
is generally made by mounting the girders on 
rollers to allow them to expand and contract 
freely.
